STOCKTON, June 1.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Experts who 
have been closely watching the 


grapes reported today that the 
damage would be quite heavy on 
dome varieties of wine grapes. 
The blossoms were just changing 
and those not well protected by 
leaves will be destroyed or the

It was the fact that severe 
frosts visited the northern part 
of the county on two successive 
nights that increased the loss. It 
required several days to deter- 
mine just how heavy the loss 
would be. 

According to the same authori- 
ties, Toka - and the hardier vari- 
eties of wine grapes were not 
damaged to any extent, as they 
were past the stage where frost 
would kill the blossoms. 

Up to this time indications 
were that the largest crop ever 
produced would be harvested this 
season. 

One of the peculiar things con- 
nected with the frost was that it 
affected the vines in belts at va- 
rious points.

SEATTLE, June 1.—The Alaska- 
Yukon-Pacific Exposition, which cost 
$..,000,000, and the first sod of which 
was turned exactly two years ago, offi- 
clally was opened at noon today with 
fitting splendor and ceremony, with a 
great multitude in attendance. The 
military parade, the speeches, Presi- 
dent Taft's signal, the magic response 
—@il were carried out exactly as 
planned. Even the sun, which had 
shone fitfully during the morning, came 
out at noon to take part in the gen- 
eral rejoicing, and flooded the beautiful 
fair grounds with light. 

When James J. Hill was introduced, 
at the opening exercises, a tumult en- 
sued that equaled the demonstrations 
for favorites at national political con- 
veritions, except that here 40,000 people 
were cheering, quite spontaneously, for 
one man, who waited several minutes 
before he could begin his address. 

The management, in its nicely cal- 
culated program had omitted to 
count on this ovation, and when Presi- 


dent Taft the den key at 
noon and touched off t big signal 
gong. he cut short Bishop tor’s 
benediction. 


JAPANESE APPLAUDED. 

A striking feature of the parade was 
the popular applause for the Japanese 
visitors of the cruisers Aso and Soya. 
The arrival at the reviewing stand of 
Vice-Admiral Ijichi and his staff gave 
the first opportunity to the waiting 
thousands to cheer. A few minutes 
later, Admiral Uriel Sebree, command- 
ing Pacific squadron, appeared 
with his staff. A great shout went up 
as the Americans walked down the 


Ijichi and held out his hand, which 
was by the scarred veteran 
from the Orient.

’ Yesterday morning Deputy Sheriffs 
Wright and Aguirre arrested Felipe 
Gerreu, a Mexican laborer, at Holly- 
wood, for whom the officers had been 
searching several days, but when the 
suspect was brought to the County Jail 
and questioned by the Sheriff he was 
quickly able to absolve himself for sus- 
picion in connection with the crime.

The Water Commis- 
sioners started injunction proceedings 
to stop the pumping of water in that 
valley. Mr. Mulholland said ‘the time 
had now come when we will have to 
supplement’ the flow from the Los An- 
geles River ‘from other sources.’ 

“It was at this time and under these 
circumstances that Mr. Eaton, ‘in the 


fall of 1904," presented his scheme to 


bring down the waters of Owens 
River.” 
The communication asserts that at 


this time the quantity of the flow of 


the Los Angeles River, surface and 
subfiow, according to reputable en- 
gineers, who testified in the courts, 
was in excess of 19,000 miner's inches. 
Eaton, it is asserted, testified that the 
flow was 6200 inches, and Mulholland 
estimated that 3000 inches was all that 
was necessary for the city with its 
present population. Reports are cited 
to show that supplementary supplies 
held by the city were not needed, even 
in 1908, and that the Pollock and Fig- 
veroa-street plants were not operated 
last summer, and that the Pomeroy- 
Hooker plant was in operation only a 
few days; that pumping at the Nar- 
rows gallery was not continuous, and 
that Crystal Springs improvements 
were suspended because they “were 


not 

“It would, therefore, appear that the 
necessity for a water famine in 1904 
did not exist; that there was then and 
ig now a supply of water ample for 
the city’s needs,” says the commu- 
nication. 

It is asserted that the establishment 
of the reservoir on the lands of the 
Mission Land Company was intended 
to aid their increase in value, esti- 
mated to be from $8,000,000 to $16,000,- 


000. It is stated that the whole San 


Fernando Valley is owned by land 
speculators, whose profit is to come 
from the aqueduct project, from whose 
reservoir water will percolate through 
the,soil. It is also asserted that the 


statement of Chief Engineer Mulhol- 


land that the conduit from the reser- 
voir to the city would be built in the 
public highway is doubtful, because the 
league has legal advice that this may 
not be legally granted by the Super- 
visors, and that the right of. way for 
a conduit should have been secured 
long ago. In fact, it is asserted that 
the Water Board should have acquired 
options on the San Fernando Valley 
land for the people and let the in- 
crease in value pay for the aqueduct 
itself. 

In conclusion the document asks that 
the government of the city recover 
from the land company all the increase 


in the land values; and it the land 


company “falls to show appreciation” 
that the location of the great dis- 
tributing reservoirs be changed from 
its lands to the cafions of the Pacoima 
and the Little Tejunga, where they 
were originally plenned, and that the 
injunction against pumping water in 
the valley be enforced. 

In view of all related, the commun 
cation declares thee reorganization of 
the Water Board necessary, and that 


members be placed on it who will 
| prosecute the policy indicated—that of 
making the land company turn over 


its tnereased values to the city or 


changing the reservoirs. 


A similar communication was sent to 
the Mayor. The letters were referred 
to the Water Board.

We should carefully cultivate this American 
spirit, which holds in such high esteem the profes- 
sion of arms. We do not demand of the youth of 
our country that they shall sacrifice three of the 
best years of life in learning military service. The 
practice days of our militia are only a few out of 
the year, and it is a holiday rather than a task 
when they are called to the exercise of drill and 
learning to mount coast batteries. 

The militia may be spmmoned to more frequent 
service in the future in the past. As Mr. 
Taft pointed out on Memorial Day at Gettysburg, 
the profession of arms has become technical devel. 
opment. It requires the closest attention and study 
to learn to man the batteries such as are necessary 
to protect coast cities against the heavy armament 
In the navy the require- 
ments are still more pressing because of the com- 
plicated machinery used in every movement of a 
vessel or of a gun. When the military spirit died 
in Sparta the city quickly became a prey to for- 
eign enemies. A Memorial Day speech like that 
delivered by the President on Monday does much 
to keep alive the flame of patriotism in the breasts 
of American youth. Our citizen soldiery deserve 
the highest honor a country ever paid to those who 
follow the profession and practice of arms. Our 
appreciation of the value of our military men has 
never been confined to the great commanders, but 
has included all the rank and file. At Arlington, 
near Washington, where the Natienal Cemetery is, 
the most imposing monument upon the grounds is 
an immense granite structure with the simple in- 
scription, To Our Unknown Dead“. 


ONGRESSIONAL LEMON.-AID. 

California has been particularly fortunate in 
securing in the new tariff bill about as ample a 
measure of protection for all its industries as that 
we are enjoying under the present schedules. 

The Dingley tariff act was the first! one in our 
history which cared for the interests of the farm- 
ers. There is no doubt that for fifty years the 

rotective tariff had been so applied that manu- 
acturers received the larger proportion of the 
benefits. The Dingley tariff bill is exceedingiy 
broad in its scope, so that there is practically no 
American industry without a pretty fair measure 
of protection. California, being an agricultural 
rather than a manufacturing State, received a 
great stimulus in the development of its industries 


under the bill passed twelve years ago. The ben- 


efits accrued most particularly to fruit growers. 
Here in Southern California we remember how 
great a struggle it had been for our orange growers 
to their heads above water. Oranges from 
Southern Italy had been monopolizing the markets 
of the whole country as far west as the Missouri 
River. Our growers were left with the western 
strip, the mountain region and the Pacific Coast 
as about the only available market. With the 
ample protection afforded in the Dingley tariff act 
during the past ten years the orange industry has 
grown amazingly. | 

Lemons require a rather higher rate of protec- 
tion than oranges to place them upon the same 
level against competition with fruit from South- 
ern Europe. Those interested in citrus fruit eul- 
ture in the State have made a gallant fight and 
they have had excellent leadership on the part of 
our Congressmen and Senators at Washington. And 
so the Senate has voted to grant an additional % 
cent duty on lemons, making the tax 1% cents per 
pound for foreign-grown lemons to get into our 
market. | 

We may anticipate (if the bill finally passes 
with this provision in it) the development of lemon 
culture in California somewhat proportionate to 
what we have seen take place in oranges during the 
past ten years. When a duty was put on oranges 
we were importing most of that fruit from South- 
ern Italy; now we import very little. We are still 
importing a very large amount of lemons, but at 
the end of five years or thereabouts we may hope 
to see the markets of the country supplied wita 
this fruit home-grown. Fact is the enlighteninz 
instructor. It is idiotic to talk of the tariff raising 
the price of commodities to the American consumer. 
We are getting better native oranges at a lower 
price today than we got them ten years ago. Ten 
years from now the East will be getting California 
lemons in abundance of better grade and at lower 
prices than prevail at the present time. 

It is well that we should realize how it has hap- 
pened that our interests have been so thoroughly 
well treated in Washington. It is because the advice 
given by The Times to our people and to our Con- 
gressional representatives two years ago was heard 
and followed. We advised that it would be a grave 
mistake for Californians to join the hue and cry

for lower duties in the face of the fact that we 
had a large number of important industries seek- 
ing protection. Amerieans have to meet the compe- 
tition of the cheapest foreign labor in the world, 
therefore need high tariffs to protect themselves. 
If Californians and the State’s representatives in 
Washington had joined the little bunch of Repub- 
hean malcontents reéchoing Democratic fiddle-faddle 
about the tariff, we would have had no such cordial 
reception when we approached the representatives 
of other States and asked for protection for our 
own products. As it was, California Congressmen 
and Senators, without a single exception, stood for 
ample protection to every industry in every State 
in the Union. With eight voices in the House of 
Representatives and two in the Senate, and these 
ten in the two houses all sounding one harmonious 
note for ample protection to the products of every 
State, we have secured cordia! consideration for 
our own, 

Glory be! May we long be delivered from the 
taint of populistic Democracy and e-t-earlism in 
the Republican party in California! ’ 


EVELOPING LATIN-AMERICA. | | 
In: about five months—that is, since the be- 
ginning of the current year—there has been ex- 
ported from New York considerably more than 
$50,000,000. It causes little surprise to learn of 
this large gold movement this year, but the really 
impressive fact is that about half of this gold has 
gone to South America. It indicates a very con- 
siderable development of resources in that some- 
what backward part of the world. The resources 
of South America are varied and great. It is only 
within recent times that the development of this 

wealth has taken on a quickened pace. 5 

The discouraging point is that this American 
gold has not gone directly to South America to bal- 
ance our accounts with those markets. The move- 
ment has been almost entirely through Europe. 
European exporters have drawn against us for goid 
to pay their deficit to South America. We ought 
ta be doing more of this business on our own ac- 
count. 

A well-informed New York financier, in speak- 
ing on this subject the other day, said the great 
dificulty was in getting Americans to go into 
South America and superintend the expenditure of 
American capital in those countries. His views are 
expressed in the following quotation: ; 

“One of the chief difficulties in the way of under- 
taking projects with United States capital in South 
and Central America is that of finding men who 
would go to these various countries and see the 
projects through at least to successful establish- 
ment. There is no lack of adequate compensation, . 
Lut our young and middle-a men have not 
learned to suffer expatriation, at least to such an 
extent as have the Europeans, whose capital and 
managing ability have given them whatever status 


. ave.” 


can all sympathize with the American, young 
or middle-aged, who prefers to liye in his own 
country rather than exile himself to th America 


or other quarter of the globe. There is no doubt 


is much more comfortable and sweeter than it is 
in South America or even in Europe. At the same 
time it seems somewhat strange that our capable 
men should not be willing to make experiments, 
Surely a few years spent in South America which 
would enable one of our people to return home a 
great deal ahead of the world, would not be a great 
sacrifice. Possibly we look upon the matter from 
en ill-advised point of view. There are places in 
South America where life may not be simply tol- 
erable, but charming. There is a great deal of 
attraction about the City of Mexico; the same is 
true of Rio de Janeiro, and possibly most of all in 
the case of Montevideo. On the west coast, Chile 
and Peru are lifted a long way above the bar- 
barous level of civilization. Indeed, „they are full 
of charm to the cultured and intelligent American. 

Of course, an accurate knowledge of the Span- 
ish language is necessary for either the enjoyment 
ef life or efficiency in business in the South Amer- 
ican republics. It is a peculiarly delicate language, 
full of many nice intricacies, and the slovenly use 
of the tongue would bring perhaps ridicule upon 
Americans who so used it. In these matters we 
must accommodate ourselves to conditions as they 
are, not as we would like them. It has long been 
impressed upon the careful observer in California 
that too much time is spent in the schools in ac- 
quiring an indifferent smattering of too many 
sciences, of Latin and Greek. If the time wasted 
on scientes imperfectly learned, and lost on classi- 
cal tongtes, could be spent in learning Spanish it 
would be better, *

Temperance Bare in Chico Forced to 
Pay for Selling Amber 
Brew. 

(RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICO, June i1—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} Internal Revenue Inspector 
Menihan caused a sensation here when 
he visited all the temperance bars in 
town, including that conducted by 8. 
T. Axtell, Chico's prominent temper- 
ance worker, and demanded payment 
of government liquor licenses of $20 
per year because these bars were dis- 
pensing so-called temperance drinks 
that contained more alcohol than ** 
law allows in “soft” drinks. 

Each firm, however, appealed to the 
bottling works from which this bev- 
erage had been purchased, and that 
firm agreed to pay the fines imposed. 
The matter was further appealed to 
the Buffalo Brewing Company in Sac- 
ramento, which manufactured the bev- 
erage, and it will pay the flnes im-

supposed to meet all requirements, as 
it contained less than 2 per cent. of 
alcohol, but Menihan held that the gov- 
ernment allows no more than  one- 
half of 1 per cent, alcohol in temper- 
ance drinks.
